Waukegan is to show the world how 
to produce the superman, the perfect 
human being of whom George Bernard 
Shaw and other idealiBtic dreamers have 
had more or less hazy visions. 

In' order to do it a spectacle on, a 
larger scale than that of Oberammer- 
iiau, that will require nine days to per- 
fontif will have 41 acts and a cast of 
2,000 men, women and children, is to be 
produced. 

Ashcr H. Gluck, an inventor, with 
headquarters at 1533 Milwaukee avenue, 
Chicago, and possessor of a tidy fortune, 
announced that he would devote all his 
wealth (he is worth about $50,000), if 
necessary, to paying the expenses of 
tlie big production, which is to be held 
in the open air in one of the suburbs 
(and he says now that Waukegan is the 
place). Training and rehearsals for the 
, performance will occupy the f)eriod of 
one year and during that time those who 
take pare will be provided with board 
and lodging, 

Mr. Gluck was in Waukegan Monday 
and made this statement: 

"I nm seeking about 30 acres iJf land 
near the city and desire to carry tlirough 
my enterprise here. What I want is to 
get such a site at a moderate figure — I 
will pay for it mind you— and then I 
shall proceed with my plans. The play 
will last nine days and this city will 
jump into world-prominence at once. 
We will show how perfection of life can 
be attained ; our performances will 
eclipse thoie of Oberammergau in some 
respects.*' 

Here is what the Chicago Evening 
Post said of Mr, Gluck on July 27, 
showing that there is foundation to the 
promoter's scheme, he himself explain- 
ing that Waukegan has been selected 
by him as the site if he can make a deal 
ior land near there. 

Mr. Gluck protested after making his 
announcement that his project is not at 
all impossible or fantastic. He has 
spent years in perfecting the plans for 
it, he says, and the minutest details 
have been provided for. Negotiations 
for a suburban tract that will furnish a 
suitable natural stage and have suffic- 
ient transportation facilities for the 
crowds that will attend are now under 
way. A large hotel, owned by Mr. 
Gluck, is in readiness to receive the 
first of the volunteer performers and 
* others will be added as the need arises. 
The competitive system, tho family 
and false ideas of pleasure and recre- 
ation are resfionsible for all our ills of 
the present Inventor Gluck believes 
Socialism, anarchy and all the religions 
are correct and workable, but only upon 
the assumption that man is perfect 
How to make man perfect is the secret 
he believes he has found, and through 
tableaux and a living presentation of 
society as he belieyea it tnight be he 
hopes to convince the world. . 

Tho competitive system, the large 
corporation, tho small shopkeeper and 
the laborer are to bo pilloried in the 
openingact of the spectacle. The waste 
caused by the thousands of little stores 
that line city streets and the hopeless 
V struggle of their owners to got more 
than a meoger living will bo depicted. 
Tho tableaux will also represent tho 
despotism of the large corporations and 
the grindingtoil of their'employes. ,, 

The family as a moans for educating 
and improving the rising generation 
will be another target for satire. 

The main ambition of citizens of tho 
future stato will be to moke the next 
generation one of perfect men and 
womonreaid theprojector of tho specta- 
cle. The recreation and amusements 
will be tho study of natural law. There 
will be no shops, no money, no struggle 
for material welfare. Everyone will 
work at tho thing for which ho is best 
nttcd, but all this will bo incidental. 
The perfection of the human race will 
be the task which will absorb every one.

Of late many comments have been 
made upon the rank stench that -arose 
to greet the nostrils of all who had oc- 
casion to cross the Sequoit bridge. 
But although much was said nothing 
was done until Wednesday afternoon 
when H. Bock becoming tired of the 
annoyance took steps toward the get- 
ting out of a protest against tho con- 
dition, with the intention of sending it 
direct to the State Board of Health. 

But before the protest was sent, tho 
local Board of Health decided to look 
into the matter and upon investigation 
found that a general cleanup was nec- 
essary. 

Accordingly tho bed of the creek, 
which at this time is quite dry in some 
places and in others holding pools of 
stagnant water, was cleaned out and 
then flushed by turning . in tho city 
water. 

This unpleasant condition is due to 
the extreme drouth which has caused 
tho water in tho creek to become bo 
low that it' could not^carry away the 
sewerage that empties into it, but it is 
hoped that by this cleaning tho trouble 
may be done away with for a time at 
least

Arrangements are being made for en- 
tertaining an enormous crowd. In the 
words of Secretary H. A. McKeene of 
thelllinois Farmers' Institute, "unless 
very unfavorable weather condition, or 
some unforseen and serious thing occurs 
to*prevent, there will be the largest 
crowd at the university during these 
three days it ever experienced." 

At the?100,000YoungMen'sChnstian 
Association building of the university, 
conceded to be one of the most beautiful 
association buildings in the United 
States, and built by popular student 
subscription, will be located the bureau 
of information where^each visitor In ex- 
pected to register as soon as possible 
after reaching town and to seek for 
rooms and any other desired informa- 
tion- All street cars ifrom Champaign 
to Urbana run directly past the associa- 
tion building. 

At regular intervals during each of 
the three days, guides will conduct ex- 
cursion parties over carefully selected 
routes extending to every point of inr 
terest on the 450 acre farm.

Guiding a frantic horse into a stone 
wall to save herself, after driving the 
beast over the broken side of a bridge to 
save a party of children, was the thrill- 
ing experience of Melba Du Brock, 9- 
year-old daughter of W. C. Du Brock, 
of 5205 Evanton avenue. 

That the crazy span did not sink under 
the wildly racing nag and plunge the 
lassie into a creek was one marvel; that 
the animaUtopped at the wall and per- 
mitted the heroine to slide out of the 
saddle to safety, was the blessing of the 
whole affair, as related by the little 
equestrienne's father. 

The road between Bownanville and 
Mayfair and tho dilapidated, abandoned 
bridge was the scene of the dramatic 
incident 

Melba Du Brock's father is the owner 
of astableof flne horse and the little 
girl has become a wonderrul equestrie- 
nne, riding horses that older riders fear- 
ed to mount. She rode out toward May. 
fair with an early morning riding party 
of Edgewater residents. 

When several mils west of Bownan- 
valleher horse took fright and bolted. 
The chubby little hands tightened on 
the reins but the horse, thoroughly 
maddened, was soon beyond the rider's 
control 

The road is an unfrequented, and 
ahead of the girl was the partly dis- 
mantled bridge, which once served the 
farmers of the vicinity for bringing 
their products to the city markets. 
One s'de only is in condition for travel. 
Just as the racing animal was about to 
dash across the bridge a picnic party of 
children came upon the structure from 
the opposite approach. A warning cry 
told little Miss Du Brock, herself run- 
ning a race,with death, of the,\!hildren's 
danger. 

She seized the left rein with both 
hands and, pulling with all the strenght 
left in her aching arms piloted the 
crazed animal over the broken portion 
of the bridge, away from the little 
children. 

Mr. Du Brock meantime had spurred 
his horse on in hot pursuit of the run- 
away and shouted words of encourage- 
ment to his darling daughter. In the 
distance loomed a big stone wall, but 
the eyes of the pursuing parent saw in" 
it safety for his child. 

He shouted for the girl to guide the 
horse toward the wall. This she did, 
and the frighrened animal, brought face 
to the wall, stopped. Miss Du Brock 
slid from the saddle into her father's 
arms. . ~ 

The horse the girl was riding Is a 
thoroughbred Kentucky gaited animal, 
named Honolulu. Owing to the horse's 

viciousriess, Mr. Du Brock purchased 
her for $40. He has since refused $500 
for the animal.

The production of a Gretna Green 
marriage certincate In court Is not 
absolutely unprecedented, (or In tho 
Wakefleld case. In 1827, such a car- 
tiflcato was produced and Identified 
by tho famous blacksmith himself, 
and In another case at Carlisle as- 
sizes. In the early nineteenth cen- 
tury, a Gretna Green certificate 
played Its part. Some Idea of tho 
number of these marriages may be 
gained from tho fact tbat one of tho 
"priests" Is said to havo had some- 
times made ns much as £100 a week, 
a code of secrot signs between him- 
self and tho postboys enabling him to 
ascertain the station of his clients, 
and to charge accordingly, Just as a 
doctor of today chargwi you accord- 
ing to your supposed means. — Lon- 
don Chronicle. 



Clung to Their Tin Cups. 
In the middle ages drinking glasses 
and cups wore rare and they were 
generally mounted upon a foot or stem 
of gold or allvor, enriched with pre- 
cious stones. Not until the flftoonth 
century, when Venice began to send 
her wares abroad, did the use of 
glasses become quite general, and 
even then, In ordinary life, the people 
clung to their ''tin cups," which were 
often of beautiful design and work- 
manship.

Haying is nearly over with in this re- 
gion and the oat harvest is well ad- 
vanced. The former is a fair crop, but 
the dry, hot weather has ripened oats a 
little prematurely and the yield will be 
rather light. 

Corn is struggling along in a discour- 
aged sort of way, with only an occas- 
ional piece promising anything more 
than a little fodder. Potatoes are likely 
to be "small and a few in a hill." 

Dairymen in some parts of the county 
are feeding their cows almost as regu- 
larly as in midwinter in an attempt to 
keep up the flow of milk, the pastures 
being barren. 

Whilo'fugitive showers have relieved 
the situation slightly in some localities 
there has been no general soaking rain 
for fully two months, and in some" 
neighborhoods there has not been a 
shower sufllcient to lay the dust. 

On the whole the drouth is the most 
serious in its effect upon the farms and 
dairies that Lake county has experienced 
in many years.

Swan- 
son was carried to his room in the 
boarding house and he remained fully 
consicous and declared that he wanted 
to die. Later while the guests were 
getting a physician to dress his wound 
Swanson went out into the yard about 
the house and began drinking again. ■ 

He told Dr. Bill that he desired to die 
and that he had carefuUv planned to 
shoot himself in the dining room of 
the hotel. He refused to give any rea- 
son for his action and ife is thought that 
the man is temporarily deranged. 

Swanson has lived in the town of 
Salem for some time and was formerly 
employed as keeper of a boarding house 
for the Lawler Ice Company. He is not 
unknown to the police officers of Keno- 
sha and county and it is claimed that 
he has a past which is not unknown to 
the people in the neighborhood of Twin 
Lakes.

Chinese Take to Smoking Cigarettes 




HTASHINGTON. — America has 
"» taught the people of tho Chlneso 
empire to smoke cigarettes, In a re- 
port to this government on foreign 
trade by Consul General Charles Den- 
by of Vienna,.' in which ho described 
the class of foreign markets which 
may bo created hy American enter- 
prise, and then supplied tho consul 
general says: 

"One of tho most conspicuous ex- 
amples of such a market Is tho de- 
mand for cigarettes In China. Ten 
years ago the cigarette was an article 
used in China by a small number of 
people, chiefly foreigners. The field 
attracted the attention of a group of 
American manufacturers who ex- 
amined Into It and decided to Intro- 
duce the cigarette to the Chinese peo- 
ple^ by American methods. The result 
is that now' the cigarette is popular 
throughout tho empire." '

The syndicate got an old 
planter who knew the estate to put 
a flotation value on it Ho named 
$250,000. The promoters were not sat- 
isfied. Another expert examined and 
reported. His price was. $350,000. 

British and American gold was pou^ 
ing into tho country and the get-rlch- 
qnlck spirit was horn. Another expert 
was called In. Ho was told of the for- 
mer valuations and that they were un- 
satisfactory. He valued tbe estate at 
$500,000. 

Just at this time, rubber took a big 
Jump' In the London and Now York 
markets and another expert was asked 
to report and he placed the flotation 
price at $750,000 and the syndicate in 
order to have It In round numbers 
made It an even $800,000 and floated It 
at this .price. 

People fought for the stock, tho 
share Issue was oversubscribed and 
many of them Immediately sold at a 
good advance. All this was done with- 
in a few months without the slightest 
Improvement , on the property except 
the natural growth of the few hundred 
acres of Para plants which had re- 
cently been planted. 

Trained white supervisors on tho 
rubber estates arc in demand, the con- 
sul general reports, nnd there Is a 
scarcity of labor and consequent high 
■wages.

The advice was needless, for whatever, else the recruit 
intended to do be desired that hia service should bo per- 
Naturally enough the war department formed on the same level with that of every other man In 
offlclala feel that the commlasloned offl- ' the United States army, but the truth Is that this detcrral- 
cers should be men educated to the pro- 
tcBslon of a soldier. There 'seems to bo 
a pretty general feeling, one hard for 
the authorities to account tor by the 
way, that every man Is born a soldier 
and that the military profoaslon la the 
only one for which-* no special .training 
Is required. Gon. Wlnflold Scott, at the 
close of the Mexican war, aald that If It 
had not been for the offlcora of his army ' 
who were graduates ot the military 
academy the war would have been pro- 
longed for years. This praise of the In- 
atltution and the men whom It turns 
out was given by a man not a graduate, 
and who, therefore, could not be said to 
bo prejudiced la favor of, the Institution. 
The courao at West' Point Is a par- 
ticularly hard, one and a good many ca^ 
dots are found deficient every year, gen- 
erally In only one study. West Point, 
however, differs from all other schools 
of the world. There they do not strike 
an average of studios, taking all the 
lessons taught In a lump. For Instance, 
if a man stands at the head of his class 
in four Rtudlea, but la a Uttto bit below 
the proficient average In one study, the 
authorities throw lilni out, whereas In 
otlier BchoolB they, would atrlke nn aver- 
age and give such a man a. high stand- 
ing. - 

The result of such a system as this 
Is that men wbo are quallflcd for the 
service In practically every way, but 
who may be a little lame In French or 
a trlflo'off In geology or chemistry, are 
separated from the army to which they might 
possibly bo a credit If an average ot excellence 
waa struck by the authorities. 

It la quite often the case that men who. do 
not grajjualo but who have had several years; 
training at the academy succeed In getting 
commissions In the service. There are no 
records to show that any man who sp.ent two 
years at West Point faded to pass his exami- 
nation for a commission after he had been 
Bucceasful in getting an appointment to the 
army from civil lite. 

Some of the boys who have been at West 
Point, but have not graduated, onllated In the 
United States army In order to get their com- 
mission from the ranks. When a man does 
so enlist ho may ho sent aa a private soldier 
to a company In which some classmate Is a 
lIoutcnanL Now it must be remembered that 
there la a deep gulf between offlcera and en- 
listed men In the regular array, a gulf which 
It is necessary to have remain fixed, because 
familiarity of Intercourse between officers and 
enlisted men would lead to lax discipline. It 
l^ not the case, as some people aeem to think, 
of an ofllcor heing too proud to associate with 
enlisted men. The ofilcors of the army hold 
the enlisted men in high esteem. They know 
that they are the backbone of the army and 
they know that on their loyalty, obedience 
and courage hanga success In war and the 
credit of tho army In peace. Every army In 
the world has learned the lesson that thoro 
must bo a lack ot fomlllar Intercourse In a 
social way between the commlasloned officers 
and tho enlisted men. 

When a young fellow who has been at 
West Polnt^ enlists he >\b likely, as haa been 
said, to got Into a command In which one of 
his cl,asBmntea may bo an officer. Then It Is 
that a curious relation results. Tho enlisted 
man meets Ma former classmate, whom ho 
once called Bill or .Tim and with whom ho 
possibly roomed as a cadet, and ho must aim- 
ply salute hini as any other enlisted man 
would, and poss without a sign of "familiar 
recognition." Now this docs not mean. at all 
that Jim or Bill does not want to speak to his 
former classmate. It means simply that the 
enlisted man wants to preaorve his own stand- 
ing with his follow soldiers and does not want 
to put his former classmate liy and chance In 
an embarrassing position. If the enlisted men 
should learn that their newly enlisted follow 
was a former classmate and a friend of one 
of tho oHlcera they might think that It was 
going to bo a case of currying favor on tho 
one side or of showing favor on tho otjier. 
The mull who Is once a cadet and who enlists 
Is more careful If ho Is built right, and ho 
generally Is, to maintain a proper attltudo 
toward tho men v«lio rank him. 

They tell a story In Washington of a young 
fellow who came of rich parentage, but who 
never had been at West" Point, by tho way, 
who enlisted In thonnny to get h la commla- 
flion. He attempted to preaumo on the tact of 
his wealth and ho not only got tho ofilcora 
' do^-n on him, but the men as well. His lot 
was not altogether a happy one. It can be 
said, however, that cases like that of this 
young man aro'tew' and far hotween. The 
man who Is willing to enlist In order to get 
his commission, generally speaking, la of good 
stuff enough to make hlra willing to take 
things as they como and to take rather more, 
than his share of tho duties and the hardships 
of the enlisted men with whom ho is thrown: 
There was onco upon a time a cadet who, 
having : spent tlino. enough at tlio United 
Status Military acadotuy ^o cover a consider- 
able part of the course, was compelled by tho 
government, to sever his connection with tho 
school ho had hoped would prove to him a 
rosterlng mother until the end. 
, This cadet, who ahall be nnmeleaa because'

.mlUtary life, and so a few years after, leaving 
tho academy hp WfilUod Into a Boston recrult-

This cadet recruit waa 
landed atDavld'a laland,New 
York harbor, where there 
were 700 other recruits un- 
dergoing Instruction, and a

one of whom know enough about soldiering to 
keep his heels together. A tall, ra>v-boned 
Irisli sergeant with tho euphonious name of 
O'BaldwIn was In command of the aquad. He 
began to explain the position of a soldier. Ho 
found that tho recruit en tho right of tho lino 
already was In the position of a soldier. The 
truth was ho couldn't help himself. 

O'Bqldwln eyed him critically. "Fall out!" 
ho said. 

Tho ono-tlmo cadet fell out. "What regi- 
ment did ye desart from?" said O'BaldwIn, 
pleasantly. 

"This Is my first enlistment," answered the 
recruit, nnd In answering, ho told v the truth, 
for a cadet Isn't enlisted. " 

"What company are ye In?" asked O'Bald- 
wIn, though ho hnow perfectly well, for his 
own bunk was not threo bunks removed from 
that ot the recruit. 

"D company," answered the queried one. 
and that's wliero ho made the mistake of his 
life. . • 

That apparently simple answer proved con- 
clusively to tho sergeant's mlhd that ho had 
an ex-regular before him, for all the national 
guardsmen would have answered "Company 
D" Instead of "D company," The regular who 
would speak ot his command as "Company D" 
would bo considered deserving of tho guard- 
houao for a month, for to put tho letter after 
the company save when It Is written Is to the 
army man the height of thlnga unmllltary. 

"You go to your qunrtei^s; we'll look Into 
this," said tho sergeant. 

The recruit went to his quarters and half 
an hour later the first sergeant of the outfit 
sent for him.. Tho "Top'' opened tho conver- 
sation cheerfully with a query as to what regi- 
ment the recruit had left in the lurch. Find- 
ing that he was bound to be considered a 
doserter,' tho unhajipy one took tho bull by 
the horns thus: "I am serving my first enlist- 
ment In the army; I never was in the marine 
corps and I never saw the Inside of a na- 
tional 'guard armory." 

"Ever been In one of them private military 
schools?" asked tho "Top." 
. "Novor." 

"Go to your quarters." 

In another hour the recruit was given a 
rlfio and cartridge box and bolt and was or- 
dered to turn out with the squad of recruits 
who had advanced far enough in the school 
of the soldier to receive icsspns In tho manual 
of arms. . Now as a matter of fact tho recruit 
knew the manual of arms so well he'couldn't 
have hidden his knowledge If ho hnd tried. 
This time there . was another sergeant In 
charge. His eye took in the way the recruit 
on the right handled his piece and executed 
tho manual. 

In less than a minute the sergeant ordered 
him who was showing such proficiency to step 
to the front, nnd ordered "place rest" for tho 
remainder of tho squad. Then turning his 
attention to his victim, ho said: "We'll try tho 
bayonet oxerclso a bit. Guard!" 

Tho recruit came down to "n guard" possi- 
bly with as much precision and In probably 
as proper style da the veteran acrgoant had 
over seen It dono.* 

"Passing yourself off for a recruit It's a 
fraud you are. Get to your quortoru." And 
the recrulti went to his bunk again, knowing 
that he was In deep disgrace. 

About half on" hour later ho heard two old 
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soldiers talking outside of the barracks win- 
dow. One of them said to tho other: "There's 
a cuss in there who ain't never been In the 
marine corps, nor In the mlllshy, nor In tho 
reg'lors, nor to one of them military schools. 
The sergeant says he's either a blankety-blank 
liar or else ho larnt his soldlcrin' from books, 
which ain't likely." 

That night Just after "tattoo,'/ the first ser- 
geant appeared and told the recruit that the 
company commander wanted to see him at 
onco In the orderly room. The recruit went 
to the presence of tho commissioned ofllcer 
and stood attention as ho had stood attention 
aa a cadet a thousand times boforo. The cap- 
tain looked him up and down. "I understand," 
he said, "that this Is your first enUstment; 
that you have never l:}een a national guard; 
that you have never been a marine and that 
you never attended a private military school," 

Tho recruit acquiesced with ,a respecttul 
"Yea, sir." 

"About face." 

Tho recruit made an about face, and then 
at a repetition of tho command, again faced 
tho captain, who was grinning. 

"Go to your quarters," said tho command- 
ing ofilcer. 

The recruit went and In ten minutes tho 
top sergeant was thoro, saying: "You can't 
fool the old man. Y'ou've been made a lance 
corporal and you go on guard as corporal of 
tho third relief tomorrow morning." 

There are a good many officers In the 
United States army today who served for a 



while at the military academy as 
cadets, but who were compelled to 
stay five years at tho academy in 
order to get their commissions, hav- 
ing been "turned back" Into the 
class next below them either for 
deficiency In studies or for breaches 
of discipline. If General Sheridan 
had not been given another chance 
after he had engaged In a little 
affair which was considered a 
breach of discipline while he was 
a cadet the wonder Is who would 
have been the right-hand cavalry 
leader of' Grant during the Civil 
war. 
A few months ago Gen. Hamilton S. Haw- 
kins died. He entered the military academy 
some time prior to tho opening of the Civil 
war. but tho authorities did not allow him to 
graduate. Hawkins waa not discouraged by 
the failure and as soon as tho Civil war broke 
out he offered his services to his country and 
waa given a commission. He staid In the reg- 
ular ormy until the time of his death and so 
strong was his love of tho military academy 
that before his death ho asked that be might 
be burled In the cadet cemetery. It was Haw- 
kins' custom each year when he could get 
away from hIa command to visit the schocd 
where ho had spent throe years of his boy- 
hood. He had Just as strong a love for the 
Instltutlou as did any graduate In the army. 

Recently there has been a disposition on 
the part of the graduates of the military acad- 
emy to give more consideration to the men 
who spent some time at the school, but who 
did not graduate. One class organization In- 
cludes In Its membership all tho cadets who at 
any time were members of the class, and no 
distinction la made between graduate and non- 
graduate, oven tho ofllces of the organization 
being open to men who did not complete the 
course. • , 

Other class organizations are said to bo 
preparing to follow; the example of that of tho 
members of 1884 and if the custom of taking 
. Into full brotherhood the non-graduates be- 
comes general the belief la that good will 
come to tho academy and the country. 
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Statue of Liberty Grafters 
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If the vlaltofs who paid good money to a 
soldier for the privilege of climbing up the 
steps of the statue of Liberty had only known 
about tho sixty-second article of war they 
never would llave graduated from the dead- 
head class on a reservation bolonfiing to Uncle 
Sam, the New Y'ork Herald says. As it Is, 
under tho last general order from tho war de- 
partment two soldiers who levied tribute are 
doomed to penal servitude for their specula- 
tive enterprise. 

According to tho army orders, Axel T. 
Holm, a first-class private of O company, sig- 
nal corps, and Edward A. Bngnall, of tho 
same grade nnd command, organized a syndi- 
cate for tho exploitation of the French evi- 
dence of friendship for America, . which, fol- 
lowing the actual language of tlio order, 9per- 
ated. as to Holm, after this fashion: 

"Ho, tho said Holm, did designedly nnd 
fraudulently obtain money from certain vis- 
itors to tho Btatuo of liberty^ foes for tho privi- 
lege ot going up into said statue^ by know- 
ingly making false protcnsos that such fees 
were necessary." 

And as to tho enterprising Bagnall: 
"That ho did knowingly asalst In fraudu- 
lently obtaining monoy from via Iters to the 
statue ot Liberty by acting as a 'lookout' with 
tho duty ot- actually giving warning to tho 
man collecting tho fees in case an ofilcer wero 
■ approaching." 

All 'of this,, according to the charges and 
Bpocincatlons upon which conviction was made, 
nnd approval then passed, violated the aixty- 
second article of war. In the case ot Hoi ni tho 
departmcht orders his dlahouorablo discharge 



and his confinement for two years at Fort 
Leavenworth. Bagnall gota olT with reduction 
to the grade of private, four months' confine- 
ment and the forfeiture of $13 a month. He 
will work his sentence out around the base of 
tho statue, cleaning up such litter as the trlb- 
utoleas visitors se^flt "to make. 

Tho evidence showed that tho two men ar- 
ranged a scheme to tax all visitors ten cents 
a head for tho'pleasuro of climbing to tho head 
of. the goddess, with the ever-burning- torch, 
and the story was printed exclusively in the Her- 
ald at the time. While ono of them took In 
the toll the other lingered about to give tho 
collector a tip If an officer chanced to be bear- 
ing down upon the post exchange. Capt. D. J. 
Carr, commanding the i>oat, is very proud of 
thla pretty show station, and ho broke up the 
gamu Just as soon, as lie found what was In 
the air.

An ordinance providingfor the construe 
tion, operation' and maintenance of 
gates at the intersection of streets 
-and railway crossings in the village 
of Antioch, Lake County, Illinois, 
and providing a penalty for violation 
of the same. 

Be it ordained by the board of trus- 
tees of the village of Antioch, Lake 
County, Illinois: ^ ^ 

Section I. All persons or corporations 
owning, leasing or operating any rail- 
road, whose trains are propelled by 
steam, in or through the village of An- 
tioch, shall construct, operate and main- 
tain at the expense of said persons or 
corporations, at all points where the 
track or tracks of such persons or cor- 
porations shall cross or intersect any 
street in said village of Antioch, rail- 
way gates which shall provide proper 
protection against injury to persons or 
property at such crossings or intersec- 
tions. Said gates shall be so main- 
tained on each aide of such tracks at 
said crossings or intersections, and shall 
open and close and be operated simul- 
taneously. 

^ Section 2. All railway gates herein 
provided for shall be so operated as to 
protect all persons and conveyances 
crossing said track or tracks at the 
crossings or intersections aforesaid from 
injury or danger from locomotives or 
cars so operated by such persons or cor- 
I porations, with the least inconvenience 
possible to persons so crossing such 
track or tracks as aforesaid. 

Section 3. The gates provided for in 
this ordinance shall be of a kind to be 
approved by the President and Board of 
Trustees of the Village of Antioch. 

Section 4. Any person or corpor- 
ation violating any of the provisions of 
tliis ordinance shall be liable to a fine of 
not less than twenty-five ($26) dollars, 
nor more than two hundred ($200) 
dollars for each offense. 

Section 5. The penalty mentioned in 
this ordinance shall be enforced in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, or the 
line mentioned may be sued for and re- 
covered before the Police Magistrate of 
said Village or any Justice of the Peace 
in Lake County, in the name of the 
Village of Antioch in an action of debt 
Section G. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in. conflict herewith, are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall take 
eitectand be in force from and after its 
passage, approval and publication.

Palestine, Tex.— Following a pitched

Later came reports of secret meet- 
ings among tho negroes and an al- 
leged confession of a negro that the 
murder of the man In question, James 
gpurger, and his family was planned. 
The situation reached a climax, how- 
ever, when a negro was discovered 
advancing on Spurger from the rear, 
armed with a shotgun. He was 
trailed for some distance and shot by 
a posse when he refused to surrender. 
With the shooting of the negro the 
rioting began.

* As the putting in oC tho crops Ib 
completed farmora will be repairing 
and remodeling and otherwleo Im- 
proving tli'olr cattle bams, many wtlL 
be building new ones. The avcrngo 
cattle barn Is not usually laid out for 
comfort, and without comfort tho dairy 
cow will be far from doing her. best 
Convcnlenco is also a most Important 
factor In those times of hlgh>prlced 
farm hands. 

Light ventilation and warmth — also 
convenlcnco— aro tho essentials In a 
cattlo bam. Windows of ample slzo 
must extend on every side and end. 
,The barn should be at least 36 feet 
,'wldo, and lengUi to occommodato what 
stock Is expected to bo kept. 

'So-cnllcd mangers are to be avoided. 
Tho cowa face the sides of tho bam, 
and for purposes of venttlatlon and 
general sanitation, this Is the only way 
a stock barn should bo made. 

Tho general construction of tho 
floor plan Is well shown In the illus- 
tration with dealls of measureracnts. 
,Tho driveway Is 8 feet wide between 
tho cows. This is two Inches below 
the general level of tho stalls. A gut- 
ter, sIx'lnchcB below tho driveway and 
8 inches below the stalls, Is IG Inches 
^vldo. This must be watertight to re-

tain tho liquids.* The stalls vary frjmi 
48 inches to 64 inches from tho eoge 
of the drop to the stanchions to flt| 
cows of different length; A space of 
22 Inches is left for a feeding pldco. A 
slope rise of 12 inches forms all the 
manger needed, a spaco of 5 to 7 feet 
la left In the front for feeding. The 
slope partitions should come to within 
14 Inches of the gutter. Tho parti- 
tions In front should be between every 
other cow. This allows a water sup- 
ply for every two cows to drink from. 
Tho platform should have a slope of 
% inches to the foot to drain the li- 
quid to the gutter. 

The beat stanchion Is the swing* 
stanchion fastened at tho top and bot- 
tom with a chain that allows about two 
Inches of play back and front For 
ventilation a space is left in front of 
the cattle, under tho breast-girth (3 
feet high), and partitioned oft three 
feet high and thrco feet wido, so that 
cold fresh air can pass to tho atal/lo 
from tho floor above to second story. 
These boxes may be 15 to 20 feet 
apart Over. these openings' slide doors 
control the inrush of the cold air. Tho 
air escapes through the roof. These 
openings servo for throwing hay down 
to the feeding alley before pitching to 
the cows.

THEY ARE ONE AND A HALF.

This Is the time for the potato 

. grower to observe what Bort of a 
stand ho has secured, to take stock, 
as It were, of his auccess In his work 
' to this point In tho season. 

In the first place, moisture Is nec- 
essary." ,A potato may sprout but 
■will not root unless 11 touches damp 
coll, and If the season and atmos- 
phere bo very dry, growth will be 
backward, even' with moisture be- 
neath. The potato ground should 
have been filled with molfllurc before 
plowing, and the moisture held there 
by stirring the surface shallow, as 
With a harrow. If, however, the mois- 
ture be not there, tho potatoes must 
"bo cultivated, ditched and Irrigated, 
and tlieu harrowed lengthwlee, as 
Boon as horses can be used. 

A heavy rain following planting Id 
n great ^damage, bccauae It sets tho 
coil of the tuber bed and will damage 
the shape of the crop. Prolonged rains 
■will rot the seed. The best stands are 
Becured on fields that were plowed 
Jn good condition, lightly harrowed, 
quickly planted, and that then hai>- 
pencd to secure ono long, gentle 
shower, followed by warm weather. 

Examine the hills that come up 
last, after the run, of the thrifty plants, 
you will find three eauB03 for these 



tardy arrivals: Some were In a pocket 
of dry earth -of a field not properly 
and promptly leveled and harrowed; 
others will he found growing from 
very small seed pieces — pieces perhaps 
broken from tho others by tho plant- 
er; but tho most of the runty plants 
will be found coming from rotten or 
rotting seed pieces. Tluis, moisture, 
good-sized seed, and sound seed are 
necessary to a vigorous stand. Tho 
beat crops are secured In years when 
tho seed stays sound until digging. 

And back of all Is tho planter, and 
the right size of qven cut seed for It 
to handle. Seventy-five per cent, la a 
fair Bland; 95 per cent la far more 
profitable. Your planter should not 
miss more than pireo or fouf per cent

tho Mission community. Mission, Tex., 
holds the world's record for profits 
from Intensive farming. Ho recently 
sold his Bermuda onion crop on 24 
acres for $12,982. Deducting tho ex- 
penses of planting, cultivating, harvest- 
ing and marketing, the crop left him 
a net return of ?9,083. The onion yield 
from those 24 acres filled 22 cars. The 
product was shipped to northern and 
eastern murkets. The land could have 
been bought ten years ago for ono dol- 
lar an acre.
